CAPTURE OF ELANDSLAAGTE. 


London, October 23.—The war of- 


fice Sunday afternoon published the 
following dispatch to the secretary of 
state for war, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, from the general commanding 
in Natal, Sir George Stewart White, 
regarding the engagement Saturday 
at Elandslaate, between Glencoe and 
Lady smith, when the British under 
General French routed the Transvaal 
forces under Gen. Jan H. M. Kock, 
second in command in the Transvaal 
army, who was himself wounded and 
captured and has since died: 


"In the action at Elandslaagte Sat- 


urday the troops engaged were the 
'olio wing: 


"Cavalry—Fifth Lancers, a squad- 


ron of the Fifth Dragoon Guards, the 
Imperial Light Horse and two squad- 
rons of Natal carbineers. 


"Artillery—Twenty-first field bat- 


tery, Forty-second field battery and 
:tfe Natal field battery. , 


"Infantry—The Devonshire regi- 


ment, half a battalion of the Gordon 
Highlanders and the Manchester reg- 
ment. 


FRENCH IN COMMAND. 


"The whole force wns under Gen- 


eral French, with Col. Ian Hamilton 
commanding the infantry. I was 
present in person from 3:30 p. in. to 
6:30 p. m., but did not assume direc- 
ion of the fight, which was left in 
he hands of General French."

VALOR OF THE BOERS. 


London, Oct. 23.—The British vie- 
ories in Natal, following each other 
11 quick succession, though accom- 
tanied by heavy losses on the side of 
the victors, bear striking testimony 
o the valor of the vanquished Boers. 
They appear to have fallen victims 


;o the very plan which they counted 
on to drive the British into the sea. 
They have been beaten in detail by 
counter strokes carefully considered 
,nd brilliantly carried out in the face 
of courageous opposition, which has 
done much to increase British respect 
'or the 
burghers, whose 
splendid 


valor and determination it is univer- 
sally admitted, reached the highest 
evel. 
Fuller accounts of Saturday's bat- 


tle at Elandslaagte emphasize the 
splendid gallantry exhibited on both 
sides, and the superiority of the Brit- 
sh in a pitched battle, although the 
Boers fought with the greatest ten- 
acity to the last, only yielding when 
lurther fighting was hopeless. 


An armored train with the men of 


:he Manchester regiment appeared 
on the left, at Ladysmith, at day- 
n'eak Saturday, in support of the 
Fohannesburg 
Imperial 
Light 


Horse and the Natal field artillery, 
with the object of re-opening commu- 
nication at Elandslaagte. 


The artillery took up a position 


above the town and shelled the rail- 
way station, from which the Boers 
•an out, and the British mounted in- 
fantry entering the place, released 
the English prisoners. 


THE BOER POSITION. 


The Boers, numbering some 1,600 


men, 
with three guns, occupied a 


commanding position. They poured 
such a well-directed fire upon the 
British and their scouts were so ac- 
tive that the British force steadily 
retired until reinforcements arrived, 
when the mounted infantry was sent 
to drive the Boer scouts from 
the 


ridge on the right. 


A large force of mixed cavalry, in 


the meantime, steadily advanced 
over the plain and up the hill on the 
right. The lancers were met with a 
heavy fusilade, while on the left a 
British battery opened fire with good 
effect. 
, 


The British infantry, who had de- 


barked from the railway train in the 
interim, advanced steadily over the 
plain and up the rocky vidge pre- 
viously cleared by the cavalry. 


The Boer artillery dropped shrap- 


nel into the advancing columns, but 
the British finally scaled the hill, 
whence they overlooked the broad 
valley to the three rocky hills form- 
ing the Boers' position, their camp 
being in the center. On the left cen- 
ter the Boers had a battery of three 
large guns. 
The smaller hills were 


also strongly held. 


On the Boer right was the station 


in a valley on the British left. The 
latter's cavalry was on both flanks, 
and a battery on the right was busy 
throwing shrapnel at the Boers' bat 
teries. The British infantry formed 
for the attack in extended order, be- 
hind the brow of a hill, the Devon- 
shires on the left, with 
four com- 


panies of the Manchester* on General 
Gordon's right.

'The Tall Goddess of Blonde Flesh 
and Auburn Hair" upon the Boers, 
whose cause she is going to espouse 
and inspire. 


In Italy last year, at the time of 


ho riots of Milan, she once addressed 
n English a crowd- of the Italian la- 
Dorers. 
The audience grew deliri- 


ously enthusiastic. They carried her 
.n triumph through the streets, find 
from that moment did blindly all 
;hat she desired them to do. 


ASSAILS ENGLAND. 


Just now Maud Gonne is in Ire- 
nnd. She is saying to her people: 
'The hated racs, whose main func- 
tion on the earth is to spoiloto, hns 
once more placed its hand at the 
throat of a weak antagonist. 
The 


English are trying to strangle an- 
other nation. 
Brothers, the cause 


of the Transvaal is our cause. 
All 


of you who are not kept here by ab- 
solute obligations must come with 
me and fight with the Boers. 


"The time for our own final strug- 


gle has not come. The hour is, not 
propitious, but there you can help 
the cause of right against might Re- 
member that every blow struck at 
England is for the good of Ireland." 


All of which the audience ap- 


plauds with frenzy. Now is the en- 
ihusiasm quite platonic. Good infor- 
mation estimates at 2,000 the num- 
ber of Irishmen who have already 
.eft for South Africa or are or their 
way there. Maud Gonne intends to 
eava shortly herself to fight at the 
lead of this contingent. Meanwhile, 
one of her trusted lieutenants, Mc- 
Brlde, a well known agitator, is or- 
ganizing and drilling the Irish forces 
as they reach Pretoria. 


RENOUNCED HER FRIENDS. 
She is the daughter of an officer in 


the Engineer Corps, a wealthy man 
of Irish blood, but absolutely loyal 
to England. More than ten years ago 
she abandoned the court, renounced 
tier friends, defied paternal anger, 
and cast her lot with the peasants. 


Maud Gonne became one of the 


greatest powers in politics. 
She 


lected or defeated candidates at will. 
The leaders of the Irish representa- 
tives in parliament often had and 
have come to terms with the young 
woman. 


Openly, Irishmen seek to obtain 


autonomy only—a parliament of their 
own, 
which would speedily work out 


all desirable reforms. In reality, lit- 
tle faith is placed in the feasibility 
of this scheme. 


Even at present secret meetings are 


being held periodically in every city 
and hamlet. 
New distributions of 


arms and ammunition are made con- 
stantly, and the oath renewed to rise 
at the signal and drive the hated 
"Sassenagh" off the island or die in 
the attempt. 


The "signal" is expected from Paris 


where the most fervent chiefs have 
to live. Maud Gonne is the moving 
spirit of this group of conspirators.

tion of unhappy Erin. Miss Gonne 
made a profound impression. She 
made many acquaintances during her 
short stay in the city and will be wel 
remembered by the hundreds who 
heard her nearly two years ago.

CORNERSTONE LAID SUNDAY 


WITH IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES 


BY REV. LANGE. 


Impressive ceremonies marked the 


laying of the corner stone of the new 
Lutheran school building on Walton 
avenue Sunday afternoon. Ihe day 
was an ideal one, and when the exer- 
cises opened at 3 o'clock an immense 
audience was present. The structure 
is being erected by the newly organ- 
ized Concordia Lutheran church, but 
every Lutheran congregation in the 
city was represented in the gather- 
ing.

be glad in it. Save now, I beseech 
thee, 0 Lord, 0 Lord, I beseech thee, 
send now prosperity." 


THE SERMON. 


In opening Rev. Lange detailed 


the organization of the new congre- 
gation and the work it has already 
done. He cited the fact that the con- 
gregation of St. Paul's church had 
grown so large that the edifice could 
no longer accommodate them. Many 
of the worshippers reside in the ex- 
treme eastern part of the city, and 
for this reason it was deemed advisa- 
ble to establish another church in 
that territory. 
There are already, 


said the pastor, 120 families on the 
rolls of the new Concordia church, 
and the future of the organization 
is extremely bright. Many others 
will be within its fold within a short 
time. 


He referred to the work already 


performed in getting the school along 
to its present stage, and appealed to 
the members to make the day one of 
thanksgiving and prayer; to rejoice 
and be glad in it according to the 
words of the text. Already the new 
congregation has been divinely fa- 
vored, and the speaker appealed to 
them to unite in the most earnest ef- 
forts for the upbuilding of the new 
organization with the assistance and 
blessing of God.

Within 
the stone was placed a sealed copper 
box containing a copy of the consti- 
tution of the church, a number of 
church and school books, a list of 
the officials snd members of the con- 
gregation, the names of President 
McKinley, 
Governor 
Mount 
and 


Mayor Scheier, 
the names of 
the 


members of the building committee, 
the architects and the contractors, as 
well as other data. 


The school building is to be 95 feet 


long, 36 feet in width and two stories 
high. It is situated on Walton ave- 
nue a short distance south of Lewis 
street, in a growing section of the 
city where there is believed to be 
ample field for its development. On 
the first floor of the structure are to 
be two large school rooms, and the 
upper floor is to be fitted up as a 
large hall in which to hold religious 
service until a church is erected. The

RIGHT WAY TO SWEEP 
TALES 


•W t« Pfrtmr»

Work to Get tke Beit Reealt*. 


To sweep a room in little. To get it 


ready for sweeping taken time. 


Each upholstered piece of furniture 


should be carefully brushed and plain 
wlished surfaces wiped with a slightly 
damp cloth, then rubbed with a dry one 
and either moved out of the room or 
covered with a dnst sheet. 


A paint brush does excellently to re- 


move the dnst that will lodge in carved 
Mrts, or if in the crevices a very tiny 
>r Btifter brash or a wooden skewer can 
M used. If there are moldings at the 
»p of the wall, use a long handled 
irnsh if it iaperfectly clean. If it isn't. 
;ie a duster over it 
Do ceilings and 


walls in the came way. 


Don't open the windows till the ac- 


tual sweeping is finished, or the current 
of air will scatter the dirt over the 
room again. 


Sprinkle salt or tea leaves on the floor 


and work from the corners to the center 
of the room. The stroke should be long, 
the broom always on the floor pushing 
the dirt before it, not setting it in mo- 
tion by swinging it round. Carpets that 
are often taken np can be cleaned in 
the following way, which raises no dnst 
and leaves the carpet looking very bright 
and fresh. 


Get a bucket of lukewarm water, to 


which liquid ammonia in the proportion 
of a tablespoonfnl to two gallons has 
been added. Dip a clean house flannel 
in this, wring it as dry as you can and 
wipe the carpet with the grain. The 
dirt and dnst will collect in lumps be- 
fore yonr flannel. The cloth needs fre- 
quent rinsing, and the water must be 
changed as it gets dirty. 


After the room has been swept and 


any dust there may be has settled the 
woodwork shonld be wiped with a damp 
cloth, using a little whiting on the cloth 
For dirty places in the case of paint or 
turpentine on a dry cloth for varnished. 


Don't forget that the pictures need 


dusting. A careful housekeeper of my 
acquaintance insists on this attention 
being paid to the backs as well as to 
the fronts. 


See that everything is moved for 


dusting. Dusty rims rcnnd ornaments 
proclaim a careless housekeeper. The 
best plan is to have the first dnster 
slightly damp and finish off with a dry 
one. 


How to Make Tomato Mayonnalie. 
Select firm and good sized ripe, ice 


cold tomatoes. Cut a slice from the top 
and scoop out the seeds and soft pulp 
with a spoon, being very careful not to 
break the tomato. Shred cress very fine 
and mix with a small quantity of may- 
onnaise dressing. Fill the tomato with 
the mixture, put a teaspoonfnl of dress- 
ing on the top of each tomato and serve 
on crisp curly leaves of cress. 


How to Remove \o»e Obstruction*. 
While the child lies on its mother's 


lap screaming place a thin cloth or 
handkerchief over the month and face. 
Place your own mouth to that of the 
child and give a sudden forcible puff. 
The effect of this is to expel, or at least 
to send forward, the contents of the 
nostrils. In this way a plnm stone has 
been blown clear out of the nose, and 
in other cases a button or other foreign 
body has been shifted so near to the ex- 
ternal nares as to render it easy of re 
moval and thns save a great deal of 
painful and difficult poking about in 
the recesses of the nostril.

How to Make Tomato Marmalade. 
To two pounds of tomatoes and one 


pound of tart apples allow two and a 
half pounds of sugar and the juice and 
grated rind of one lemon. Scald the. 
tomatoes to remove skin and pare, core 
and slice the apples. Add sugar to to- 
matoes and apples and boil slowly one 
hour. Stir and skim when needed. Add 
juice and grated rind of another lemon 
and boil until the marmalade is smooth 
and thick. Put up in pint glass fruit 
cans.

ciers were about to invest $10,000 iti 
the enterprise. 
They sent for me and 


showed the papers and samples and 
asked for an opinion of the venture. 
In writing the scheme looked promis- 
ing, but 1 refused, of course, to make a 
report without a personal examina- 
tion. Then they decided to send me 
down to see the mine. So 1 went, and 
It was well 1 did. 


"In order to reach the mine we had 


to make a journey of over 150 miles 
Into the interior on muleback. The 
trip was rough. We came to a steep 
mountain which rose directly out of 
the plain to a height of over 4,300 feet. 
We were compelled to follow the trail, 
and this took us over the mountain. 
In a number of places the path was so 
dangerous and narrow that I got off 
the mule's back and caught hold of his 
tail. Then I made the beast drag me 
along. 
The summit was reached in 


just three hours and five minutes. Aft- 
er a short rest we made the descent on 
the other side. H took us less time. 


''When we reached our destination a 


very short inspection of the mine 
proved that it was utterly worthless. 
Had money been ad \anced for ma- 
chinery and supplies not only would 
tisey never have been forwarded to 
the mine, but the Americans could not 
have recovered their belongings. By 
the way, there is only one other mine 
of any importance in Honduras. It is 
operated by American capital and is 
located far away from the Atlantic 
coast. It Is a silver proposition, and 
the ore is smeltcred near the mine. The 
molten metal is formed into bars 
containing 2,000 ounces. These bars are 
carried by the natives to the coast. 
None of this bullion has e^er been 
stolen. Should a workman try to dis- 
pose of a bar of silver the theft would 
be at once suspected and an arrest 
would immediately follow. 


"On the trip iv ate deer. E\ery morn- 


ing one of the men in tlie party would 
go out with his ritle. and he never fail- 
ed in :i short time to bring in an ani- 
mal. 
When we had consumed all of 


the fresh meat that we needed we had 
the remainder jerked. 
That is, the 


meat was cut into thin slice* and salt- 
ed. As the air \\iis dry the meat never 
spoiled. 


"I saw but two snakes in Honduras. 


The reason is that at the end of the 
dry season all the vegetation and un- 
derbrush is burned. 
Then, too. they 


have a bird which they call the snake 
hawk and which travels around in 
pairs. When a snake is spied on the 
ground the male bird will descend sud- 
denly: and. grabbing the reptile, will 
fly uj) In the air and then let it fall. 
The female bird is ready on the instant 
the snake reaches the earth and at 
once she gives it another excursion. 
Then the snake is given a second drop, 
whereupon the male bird takes it on its 
third sky journey and gives it the final 
drop. The snake is then dead and Mr. 
and Mrs. Snake Hawk go off and enjoy 
a pleasant meal. 


"While on the trip we had many in- 


teresting experiences, and I had a good 
opportunity to observe the country, 
and I was not favorably impressed 
with it. t should not advise any one 
with small capital to go there. Bana- 
nas and coffee are the most important 
products. 
The export of cattle on a 


large scale should pay good profits. 


"A mau named Ballantine Is at the 


present time engaged In doing this 
thing. While I was there he sent a 
shipload of cattle to Cuba. He paid 
&5D a bead In silver money and sold his 
entire cargo for about $40 a head in 
gold. All the expenses of the transac- 
tion had first to be paid, and the ship- 
per stood any loss by deaths in the 
herd. He must have made a clear $10 
per head on ench nnitnal. 


"There is an American syndicate 


which is largely interested in the de- 
velopment of Honduras. 
Among the 


members of It are Chauncey M. De- 
pew and Colonel John Jacob Astor. 
One thing they hope to accomplish Is 
the completion of the present railroad. 
They propose to extend the line to the 
Pacific ocean. 
An English company 


has some sort of lien on the property, 
and until they can be induced to sur- 
render their claim very little can be ac- 
compllslied in this direction. 


"The fruit steamers come down ev- 


ery Tuesday and load the following 
day. The entire fruit Industry Is in the 


aura* or rue wneiaer Banana conptny, 
and the manager of the business !• a 
mau uamed Kleth. He is a former 
king of Costa Ulca and sold out hi* In- 
terests to the banana trust for $800,- 
UOO. 
While we were down there the 


Atlas line steamer Adirondack took 
away lli.ouo bunches of bananas from 
the plantations once owned by ex-King 
Kleth. 


"Honduras has quite a number of 


American residents. Five hundred of 
our troops could capture the country 
any tiuie. Colonel Cooper, a native of 
the 1 uited. States, is the manager of 
the rullioad and is the local represent- 
ative (>f Astor's American syndicate.

One morning he \\as attending to his 
duties \\lieu a party of rebels entered 
the port on an improvised gunboat. 
At the new- of tliis airi\al the regular 
train loaded w i t h government troops 
.started out of t i n - 1 ity. The rebels cap- 
tured the place aud at once demand- 
ed that Christmas engage in the serv- 
ice of the new regime. At Brst he re- 
fused to obey, but the rebels Insisted, 
so he concluded to join the new rulers. 


"There happened to be another en- 


gine and some freight cars in the city. 
On one of the flat oars they placed a 
lot of irou and formed a kind of stock- 
ade. Behind this Christmas, two com- 
panions and a lot of guns aud ammuni- 
tion were placed. Then the other cars 
were tilled with rebel troops and the 
train started. The idea was to catch 
up with the regular government train 
and capture it and its soldiers. I'retty 
soon they caught up. and a running 
tight ensued. Over 3."> of the regular 
troops were killed, and the result was 
that Christmas was compelled to leave 
the country. 


"The president of Honduras bad of- 


fered a reward for Christmas dead or 
alive, but as soon as the trouble was 
over Christmas went back to that coun- 
try. He called upon the commander of 
the local garrison and informed him 
that the purpose of returning was 
peaceful. 
It was ft bold thing to do, 


aud the officer was startled. Christinas 
was ordered not to leave the city, 
and the president was communicated 
with. That personage sent word that 
Christmas could have temporary free- 
dom. Three months later the intrepid 
American was sent for by the chief 
magistrate. The result of the confer- 
ence was an otter to Christmas of a 
generalship in the regular army. This 
he refused to accept, as a steady job at 
$15 per day was more attractive than 
that of a precarious military office. 


"Among the most prominent mer- 


chants of Honduras are the Pear broth 
crs. There are three of thorn now, al 
though until quite recently there were 
four. 
These men were ouce Ameri- 


can citizens, nml as they prospered in 
the laud of their adoption they sent for 
a younger brother. He happened to 
reach Honduras while one of the fre- 
quent revolutions was in progress. 
He 


uude,r«tood neither the language nor 
the manners and customs of the peo- 
ple. 


"A military order was issued by the 


regular army otlicials that no citizen 
should approach within 'M paces of a 
sentinel. Young Pear .started one inoru-

ing to walk from his home to his office, 
wiiich was just opposite. He looked 
up and saw a soldier. « ho nt once or- 
dered him to do somethiug. 
Young 


Pear did not comprehend the meaning 
of the command, so he stood still and 
threw up his hands. The sentinel spoke. 
again and recehed no answer. Then 
the third time he repeated the words 
and leveled his gun aud shot at tin.- 
trembling American. Death soon fol- 
lowed. 


"An investigation was demanded by 


angry relatives. It was clearly proved 
that the distance between the soldier 
and young Pear was at least 80 paws. 
The verdict was that a cold blooded 
murder had been committed. Our min- 
ister to Honduras looked after the in- 
terests of the Pears. 
An indemnity of 


$10,000 was asked from the govern- 
ment of Honduras. Whether this has 
been paid I am not certain. 
I know, 


however, that the president has issued 
orders that in the future the lives and 
property of Americans shall be re- 
spected. Furthermore the governors of 
the different states are to be held per- 
sonally responsible for any Insult to 
our 
flag."

Everybody is asking why an im- 


mense body of reinforcements is go- 
ing out when every bulletin of vic- 
tory from Natal proves that a more 
moderate force would suffice. That is 
a mystery as dense as London's black 
fog. 


There is a glimmer of lig-ht from 


Paris, where it is rumored that the 
Russian troops 
will 
not 
occupy 


Herat prematurely with the ameer's 
consent. 
Well informed men were 


asserting last night that those vast 
preparations were not meant as a 
grand parade, but were a wise pre- 
caution, rendered necessary by the 
possibility that Russia would take 
advantage of the occasion and make 
another advance on western Afghan- 
istan, where full control could be 
secured of Persia. 


With a British army corps on the 


ground of South Africa and in readi- 
ness for sen; ice in India or Afghan- 
istan, these witnesses were ready to 
testify that Russia would not ad- 
vance on Herat. 


The magnitude of the British arma- 


ments for a campaign against the 
burghers of the two petty republics 
is evidently creating in Europe what 
Carlyle described as an "atmosphere 
electric with suspicion." 


Those who are behind the scenes 


in European diplomacy at the present 
moment and well aware of the in- 
trigues taking place between France 
and Russia, and the intention, if pos- 
sible, to take advantage of England's 
difficulties, very much doubt if the 
intrigues are checked by British suc- 
cesses in Natal and on the western 
border of the Transvaal and the Free 
State. The British government 
is 


perfectly informed of what is passing 
and has not hesitated to make very 
swift preparations, naval and other' 
wise. 


The French Mediterranean fleet of 


six battleships and several cruisers 
left for the Levant, where it has not 
shown itself for two years. 


This may or may not be connected 


with the schemes above noticed. 


Nothing will be easier than for 


the Russian Black sea fleet to join it 
passing through the Dardanelles. 


The British channel squadron is 


moving to Gibraltar and an ample 
convoy is being sent with the British 
transports 


The authorities at 
the 
various 


English naval ports have been warn- 
ed to be in readiness to send a strong 
squadron to sea and several cruisers 
are only waiting an order to mobilize. 


With the militia reserve called out 


and the militia embodied, never was 
the British nation more leacly.

Mrs. Wright, the representative from

fession aud has lonj; been recognized 
as one of Idaho's must successful edu- 
cators. Both herself and husband are 
heavy taxpayers. She has always tak- 
PU a lively interest in educational aud 


years. In 1875, owing to the in health 
of her husband, they went to the Pa- 
cific coast, where she spent some time 
in Eugene, Or., teaching music.

Police Should Not Be Too Much 


Blamed for the Sad Ending of 


Otto Cummins' Life. 


The Columbia City papers assert 


that a thorough investigation should 
be made as to the cause and circum- 
stances which led up to the death of 
Otto 
Cummins. While the papers 


charge that his arrest, in Fort Wayne 
wns responsible for his death, they 
do not intimate that the officers were 
not justified in doing what they did. 
Superintendent 
Gorsline said this 


morning that he, too, favored a thor- 
ough investigation, as he was confi- 
dent the local officers would be com- 
pletely exonerated. He believes that 
young Cummins' arrest was respons- 
ible for ''is death, but that the frac- 
tured skull wns not caused by an 


In the superior court, through his 


i attorneys. Ryan & Ryan, Reuben S. 
Longley this afternoon commenced 
suit for $1,999.99 damages against 
the Wabash railway. 
Mr. Longley 


was crushed in the big crowd at the 
Wabash depot on the evening of Oc- 
tober 5, when President McKinley 
and party passed through the city. 
The complaint alleges that there was 
a crowd of between 6,000 and 7,000 
people on the platform and tracks 
of the Wabash railway and that the 
crowd was forced against the engine 
and cars of the train. 
Near the 


tracks had been constructed a heavy 
railing or fence and between this 
fence and the cars Mr. Longley was 
held helplessly. 
The 
allegations 


further are that the trainmen "pur- 
posely, willfully and intentionally, 
without use of ordinary care, start 
said 
engine 
eastward, 
although 


warned by said crowd not to do so, 
and willfully, purposely and Inten- 
tionally and without the use of or- 
dinary care, ran said locomotive and 
train upon and against plaintiff 
with the purpose and intention to so 
purposely and intentionally 
injure 


plaintiff." 
Plaintiff was cruched 


between the cars and the crowd and 
had five ribs fractured, his hand 
mangled and torn, his face bruised, 
two teeth loosened and suffered oth- 
er injuries which have affected his 
liver and spleen and confined him to 
his bed ever since. 
plaintiff earned 


officer's mace, but by a fall in the cell 
after he had been locked up. Cum- 
mins had thrown himself violently 
to the stone floor and in less than 
half an hour thereafter Dr. McOscar 
was at his side and located a fracture 
of the skull. 
'-When the man wtis 


taken into custody," Superintendent 
Gorsline said, "there w.is no more 
violence than wns necessary. 
He 


made a slash and then a lunge at 
Sergeant Stevens with his knife and 
at the second altempt Officer Laugh- 
lin 
struck 
Cummins. Afterward 


there was a desperate struggle to get 
possession of the knife, which was 
found to be quite dull. But the offi- 
cers did not know this when they 
were fighting to subjugate Cummins.

VALOR OF THE BOERS. 


London, Oct. 23.—Tho British vic- 
ories in Natal, following each other 
n quick succession, though accom- 
panied by heavy losses on the side of 
the victors, bear striking testimony 
:o the valor of the vanquished Boers. 


They appear to have fallen victims 


to the very plan which they counted 
on to drive the British into the sea. 
They have been beaten In detail by 
counter strokes carefully considered 
nd'brilliantly carried out in the face 
of courageous opposition, wliich has 
done much to increase British respect 
'or the 
burghers, whose splendid 


valor and determination it Is univer- 
sally admitted, reached the highest 
evel. 
Fuller accounts of Saturday's bat- 


tle at Elandslaagte emphasize the 
splendid gallantry exhibited on both 
ides, and the superiority of the Brit- 
sh In a pitched battle, although the 
Boers fought with the greatest ten- 
acity to the last, only yielding when 
further fighting was hopeless. 


An armored train with the men of 


the Manchester regiment appeared 
on the left, at Ladysmith, at day- 
break Saturday, in support of the 
fohannesburg 
Imperial 
Light 


Horse and the Natal field artillery, 
with the object of re-opening commu- 
nication at Elandslaagte. 


The artillery took up a position 


above the town and shelled the rail- 
way station, from which the Boers 
•an out, and the British mounted in- 
fantry entering the place, released 
the English prisoners. 


THE BOER POSITION. 


The Boers, numbering some 1,600 


nen, with three guns, occupied a 
commanding position. They poured 
such a well-directed fire upon the 
British and their scouts were so ac- 
tive that the British force steadily 
retired until reinforcements arrived, 
when the mounted infantry was sent 
to drive the Boer scouts from 
the 


ridge on the right. 


A large force of mixed cavalry, in 


the meantime, steadily advanced 
over the plain and up the hill on the 
right. 
The lancers were met with n 


deavy fusllade, while on the left n 
British, battery opened fire with good 
effect. 
, 


The British infantry, who had de- 


barked from the railway train in the 
interim, advanced steadily over the 
plain and up the rocky ridge pre- 
viously cleared by the cavalry. 


The Boer artillery dropped shrap- 


nel into the advancing columns, but 
the British finally scaled the hill, 
whence they overlooked the broad 
valley to the three rocky hills form- 
ing the Boers' position, their camp 
being in the center. On the left cen- 
ter the Boers had a battery of three 
large guns. 
The smaller hills were 


also strongly held. 


On the Boor right was the station 


in a valley on the British left. The 
latter's cavalry was on both flanks, 
and a battery on the right was busy 
throwing shrapnel at the Boers'.bat- 
teries. The British infantry formed 
for the attack in extended order, be- 
hind the brow of a hill, the Devon- 
shires on the left, with 
four com- 


panies of the Manchester on General 
Gordon's right.

In Italy last year, at the time of 


tho riots of Milan, she once addressed 
in English a crowd-of the Italian la- 
borers. 
The audience grew deiiri- 


jusly entlmsiiistic. They carried her 
in triumph through the streets, and 
from that moment did blindly all 
that she desired them to do. 


ASSAILS ENGLAND. 


Just now Maud Gonne is in Ire- 


land. 
She is saying to her people: 


'The hated race, whose main func- 
tion on the earth is to spollotf, has 
once more placed its hand at the 
:hroat of a weak antagonist. 
The 


English are trying to strangle an- 
other nation. 
Brothers, the cause 


of tho Transvaal Is our cause. 
All 


of you who are not kept hero by ab- 
solute obligations must come with 
me and fight with the Boers. 


'The time for our own final strug- 


gle has not come. The.hour is not 
propitious, but there you can help 
;he cause of right against might. Re- 
member that every blow struck at 
England is for the good of Ireland." 


All of which the audience ap- 


plauds with frenzy. Now is the en- 
:huslasm quite platonlc. Good infor- 
mation estimates at 2,000 the num- 
ber of Irishmen who have already 
;eft for South Africa or arc on their 
way there. 
Maud Gonne intends to 


,eavf shortly herself to fight at the 
lead of this contingent. Meanwhile, 
one of her trusted lieutenants, Mc- 
Bride, a well known agitator, is or- 
ganizing and drilling the Irish forces 
as they reach Pretoria. 


RENOUNCED HER FRIENDS. 
She is the daughter of an officer in 


the Engineer Corps, a wealthy man 
of Irish blood, but absolutely loyal 
.o England. Marc than ten years ago 
she abandoned the court, renounced 
her friends, defied paternal anger, 
and cast her lot with the peasants. 


Maud Gonne became one of the 


greatest .powers in politics. 
She 


elected or defeated candidates at will. 
The leaders of the Irish representa- 
tives in parliament often had and 
liave come to terms with the young 
woman. 


Openly, Irishmen seek to obtain 


autonomy only—a parliament of their 
own, which would speedily work out 
all desirable reforms. In reality, lit- 
tle faith is placed in the feasibility 
of this scheme. 


Even at present secret meetings are 


being held periodically in every city 
and hamlet. 
New distributions of 


arms and ammunition are made con- 
stnntly, and the oath renewed to rise 
at the signal and drive the hated 
'Sassenagh" off the island or die in 
the attempt. 


The "signal" is expected from Paris 


where the most fervent chiefs have 
to live. Maud Gonne is tho moving 
spirit of this group of conspirators 


On the night of December 9, 1897, 


Maud Gonne spoke at Library hall in 
this city under the auspices of the 
Ancient Order of Hibomians. It was 
a magnificent audience and the tall 
stately .and beautiful Irish 
girl 


aroused her auditors to a tremendous 
pitch of enthusiasm as she spoke of 
Ireland's wrongs at the hands of 
England and the time that was com- 
ing when redress would be the por- 
tion of unhappy Erin. Miss OJonne 
made a profound impression. She 
made many acquaintances during hei 
short stay in the city and will be we! 
remembered by the hundreds who 
heard her nearly two years ago.

SINEWS OF WAR. 


The chancellor of the exchequer, 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, made a 
.tatement on the question of the ex- 
penditure .entailed by the Transvaal 
var. 
He said the expenditure for 


he year had been increased by the 
supplementary vote to a total of 
£121,205.000, but, he added, the 
revenue had increased and he ex- 
pected there would be £G,000,OOO 
over his estimate of the revenue. 
This would be accordingly a contri- 
bution toward the unforseen expen- 
diture and would leave about £6,- 
000,000 to be provided. 


He thought there should be no ad- 


dition to the fixed debt, but that the 
money should be raised by n tem- 
porary addition to the floating debt. 
The chancellor of the exchequer 
therefore asked for power to raise 
£8,000.000 by treasury bill, the 
whole repayment and the question 
of fresh taxation to be left over to 
the next financial year. 


Sir Michael also pointed out that 


the present war differed from pre- 
vious ones and that the estimates 
had been more carefully drawn up. 


No one could foresee what the to- 


tal cost would be. but the British 
troops had met with brilliant suc- 
cess and the colonies were loyal. 


Although there might be some- 


thing in today's news giving cause 
for anxiety, yet he saw no reason 


nnticipate that the campaign 


would not be brought to a successful 
:onclusion within the period for 
which the estimates were formed. 


Sir Henry Campbell-Bannermon, 


the leader of the opposition, agreed 
that this was not a proper time to 
discuss the financial question; tha 
it was not desirable to show a sign 
of disunion.

"When we reacheil our destination n 


very short Inspection of the mine 
proved that it,,was,utterly worthless. 
Had money been advanced for nm- 
chinery and mipplies not only would 
they never have Wen forwarded to 
the mine, hut the Americans c-onhl not 
have recovered their belongings. Hy 
the wiiy. there Is only one other mine 
of any Importance In Honduras. It Is 
operated by American capital and Is 
located far away from the Atlantic 
const. It Is a silver proposition, and 
the ore Is mnelleri'd near the mine. The 
molten metal Is formed 
Into burs 


containing 'J.(HH) ounces. Those bars are 
carried by the natives to the coast. 
None of this bullion has ever boon 
stolen. Should a workman try to dis- 
pose of Ji bar of silver the theft would 
be at once .suspected nnd nu arrest 
would Immediately follow. 


"On the trip v,-\> site deer. Kvory morn- 


ing one of the men in the party would 
go out with his rille. and he never fail- 
ed In a short time to bring in an ant 
mat. 
YVliou w<> hnd consumed nil of 


the fresh meat that wo needed we had 
the remainder jerked. That is, the 
meat was cut Into thin slices and salt- 
ed. As thoalr was dry the meat never 
spoiled. 


"I saw but two snakes In Honduras. 


The reason is that nt tlie end of the 
dry season'nil tlie vegetation and un- 
derbrush Is burned. Then, too, they 
have a bird whlc.li they fall Hie snake, 
hawk ami which travels :tround Iu 
pairs. When it snake Is spied on the 
ground the male bird will descend sud- 
denly; and. grabbing the reptile, will 
fly up In the. air and then let it fall. 
The femnlc bird Is ready on the Instant 
the snake reaches the earth and at 
once she gives it another excursion. 
Then the snake is given a second drop, 
whereupon the male bird takes it on It! 
third sky journey and gives it the ii-ial 
drop. The snake is then dead and Mr.

a pleasant meal. 


"While on the trip we had many in-

tured the place and at once demand- 
ed that (,'liristmas t'ugugt» iu the serv- 
ice of the new regime. At first he De- 
fused to obey, but the rebels Insisted, 
so he concluded lo join the new rulers. 


"There happened to be another en- 


gine and some freight cars hi the city. 
On one of the tint cars they placed u 
lot of iron nnd formed a kind of stock- 
ade. Behind tills Christmas, two coui- 
[Kiuiuus and a lot of guns and nmmuni- 
tion were placed. Then the other cars 
were tilled with rebel troops and the 
train started. The idea was to catch 
up with the regular government train 
aud capture it aud its soldiers. Pretty 
soon they caught up, and a running 
tight ensued. Over ;& of the regular 
troops were killed, and the result was 
that Christmas was compelled to leave 
tlie country. 


"The president of Honduras hnd of-

That personage sent word that 
Christmas could have temporary free- 
dom. Three months later the Intrepid 
American was scut for by the chief 
magistrate. The result of the confer- 
ence was an offer to Christmas of a 
generalship In the regular army. This

That is 
a mystery as dense as Londom's black 


fog.

Herat prematurely with the ameer's 
consent. 
Well informed men were 


asserting last night that those vast 
preparations were not meant as a 
grand parade, but were a wise pre- 
caution, rendered necessary by the 
possibility that Russia would take 
advantage of the occasion and make 
another advance on western Afghan- 
istan, where full control could be 
secured of Persia. 


"With a British army corps on the 


ground of South. Africa and in readi- 
ness for service in India or Afghan- 
istan, these witnesses were ready to 
testify that Russia would not ad- 
vance on Herat. 


The magnitude of the British arma- 


ments for a campaign against the 
faurghers of the two petty republics 
is evidently creating in Europe what 
Carlyle described as an "atmosphere 
electric with suspicion." 


Those who are behind the scenes 


in European diplomacy at the present 
moment and well aware of the in- 
trigues taking place between France 
nnd Russia,'and the intention, if pos- 
sible, to take advantage of England's 
difficulties, very much doubt if the 
intrigues are checked by British suc- 
cesses in Natal and on the western 
border of the Transvaal and the Free 
State.

and has not hesitated to make very 
swift preparations, naval and other- 
wise.

The FortWnyne Electric works, un- 


der the present management, has 
been in tictive operation over five 
months and so phenomenal has been 
the growth of the business that a 
brief statement of the situation at 
the works will be very interesting to 
most of the readers of The Sentinel. 


The new organization assumed con 


trol last May. Previous to that time 
the Fort Wayne corporation was in 
bad shape, financially and otherwise. 
In fact, the business was placed in 
the hands of receivers to be wound 
up. .Many of its employes 'had either 
resigned or been discharged for lack 
of business, until the total number 
remaining on the pay roll did not 
quite reach fifty.
